4. KSBA shall adhere to the procedural schedule set forth in the
Commission’s September 27, 2017 Order and as amended by subsequent Orders.
5, Pursuant to 807 KAR 5:001, Section 8(9), within seven days of entry of
this Order, KSBA shall file a written statement with the Commission that:
a. Certifies that it, or its agent, possesses the facilities to receive
